The Waukesha County Sheriff’s Office understands the seriousness of COVID-19, we strongly
encourage our staff and the public to continue with normal health precautions to include;
washing their hands, utilizing disinfectant wipes in communal areas, applying hand sanitizer and
using personal protective equipment (PPE) such as gloves and masks for those who are ill. If
you have any signs or symptoms of COVID-19, we are strongly advising individuals/employees
to stay home to limit the spread of the virus. The Sheriff’s Office and Jail staff are currently
equipped with PPE.

The Waukesha County Jail, with the assistance from Wellpath, the medical provider, has added
pre-screenings for COVID-19, added more hand sanitizer stations, and will avoid any
unnecessary movement of inmates within the confines of the jail. We will continue monitoring
the state and federal guidelines.

The Waukesha County Sherift’s Office remains in constant contact with the County Executive’s
Office and Department of Public Health as information continues to develop.
